ing further proceedings. Just previous 
to" going to the place where she died the 
evening of Oct. 14. Miss Linnell had 
read the announcement in » sawspapcr

but subsequently evidence showed that 
the girl had received th'e poison and

it in the belief that it was 


medicine. 


Accused Man is Silent. 


' After his arrest today Richeson de- 
clined to answer any questions by the 
police and when taken before Judge

European highways and "comfy" inns. 


It is proposed now to remedy all this. 


and it is likely that next season will 
sec even- national park opened to motor 
travel, with better highways leading to 
them.

is Mesa Verde National park, .in South-

it was visited by only 250 tourists in 
1!)10. despite, the fact. tl\»t 'it is only 
about twenty-five miles from 
MIVIICOI. 


the nearest point on the. Denver and 
Rio Grande railroad. 
The last hnlf of 


the drive from Mancos. however, is very 
dillicult. The tourist must abandon the 
wagon and climb the Mesa Verde 
on 


horseback up ft narrow and difficult trail. 


The government created this park in 


19(10, but nothing was done toward pro- 
viding a highway to it until ',1909, when 
construction 
was started on a

There are sixty glaciers 
within five square miles of this park, 
which is seamed with rugged mountains; 
on the sides of which gleam countless 
waterfalls, fed by streams from the. 
glaciers. There is a tremendous amount 
nf road work to be done in this park be- 
fore it can hope to have many Visitors.

SCHOOL BOYS GO ON A STRIKE. ! 


They Resented an Order Which Trans- 


ferred Their Teacher. 


(New York Evening Mail.) 


Fired with loyalty to their old teacher 


that refused to' be shaken by threats .if 
expulsion, spa.nkings or police intimida- 
tion, forty-eight boys in the graduating 
class of the parochial school of St. 
Mary's Roman Catholic church in Jer- 
sey 'City went on strike the other day. 
A'new teacher had been put in the place 
of their former instructor, Fattier Mala- 
chi.The strike was planned so rapidly and 
executed so successfully that the school 
authorities were dazed. They had been 
warned by the boys that if the command 
from the Provincial Order at Washing- 
ton was carried out and Father Mnlachi 
transferred to another school his old 
class would walk out, but they did not 
take the threat seriously. 


They thought it was just a case of 


youthful impetuosity that a threat of 
expulsion would speedily squelch. 
But 


they had not reckoned on the loyal af- 
fection which the youngsters held for 
their old instructor, who had been head 
'master of St. Mary's school for the past 


If teen years. 
Even us the boys marched out of the 


classroom 
and 
assembled . before the 


scfiool, the officials figured that a- re- 
iteration of the expulsion threat, to- 
gether with the additional threat 
to 


notify their parents, would bring them 
back.' But again they figured wrong. 


Then the arm of the law was called in 


and two policemen hastily sent for to 
break up the little group (bat stood out- 
side, chanting in chorus: 


'Give us Father Malachi hack or we 


won't come hack at all." 


T«;o policemen lost 
ten 
or 
fifteen 


pounds apiece trying to break up the 
strike. They puffed back to the station 
house -with' the report that the boys 
were not creating much disorder, any- 
way, and might as well be left alone. 


Meanwhile the school 
officials 
got 


busy and wrote letters to the parents of 
each of the strikers. And when these 
letters arrive it is expected that the 
strike will be settled.

non of all the. more serious diseases of 
' ;he entire south. 
In no oilier disease 


•Joes the. victim suffer so long, in no 


ither condition is he for such a period 


menace to those jibout him, and in no 


other malady of such gravity is treat- 
ment so rapidly and surely successful." 


•Tn Arkansas the southern and eastern 


portions are more severely infected than 
the northern and western. In one of the 
southern counties :§ 
examination 'of 


87 children out of a lota 1.attendance of 
07. showed an infection of 1)7 per cent. 
This-means that, only 3 per cent, of the 
children were up to the physical and 
mental par line and able to do 100 per 
cent, physical and mental labor. 
Sys- 


tematic investigatipns arc .being made to 
determine the percentage of infection in 
the various counties, with special refer- 
ence to rural school children. The re- 
sults of these investigations are to he 
published from time to time. 


The state board, through one of its 


district directors and the laboratory at 
Little Rock, is. making.examinations for 
diagnostic purposes without expense to 
physician or patient.'- All cases of hook- 
worm disease are contracted 
through 


skin infection, and vvhen it is considered 
that all sclioor children in'the rural dis- 
tricts and many adults go barefoot at 
least six mouths ill the year, and 00«,per 
cent, of the' rural schools hold 
their 


terms in 'the 'summer, when conditions 
are most favorable for"the spread of the 
disease, and the rural school is there- 
fore being made the chief point of at- 
tack.

•bout the workshop. He told her where 
to find a large sum of good money, and 
never to her knowledge did she handle 
mny money that was not genuine. He 
told her to always keep the little chest 
in the workshop" and never allow any 
one to know what was in it. 


After his death. April 15, Mrs. Clancy 


*«s visited by,a number of well-dressed 
men who offered various pretexts and 
threats in order to obtain possession of 
th« chest. -She refused to give it up and 
It has been with her ail these years. 


When opened, after her death, it was 


found to contain four plates from which 
to print money, many choice engraver's 
tools and paper like that 
on 
which 


money is printed. 


One set of plates was for $10 silver 


certificates and the other set for lives. 


Mr. Haskins took the contents of tl>e 


chest to Washington, where he turned 
them over to the government authorities 
with » full explanation.

PETROLEUM'S 
STORY ( 


Titusville. Pa.. Oct. 20.-Ground has 


just been broken here for a building or 
i group of buildings which will be known 
as the Drake Memorial Museum 
and 


Reference Dibrary, and which' will house 
documents, newspaper clippings, relics 
and mementos of the oil industry all 
over the world. 


The museum will be built by volun- 


tary contributions, with Kdwin C. Bell, 
of "Titusville. as 
the trustee. 
The 


museum is named after Edwin L. Drake, 
a pioneerjotl man. Last August was the 
fifty-second anniversary 
of 
the 
pe- 


troleum industry, for it was upon that 
date that Drakn drilled the first oil well 
on Watson's flats, southeast of Titus- 
ville. 


Mr. Bell has been collecting literature 


of the oil industry for more than fifty 
years. He has preserved clippings, maga- 
zine articles, books and personal infor- 
mation, carefully written. Now he has 
a houseful of this (Material which will 
eventually go into the new museum. 


Tlic site was given by K. U. Klctehcr. 


a merchant of Tilnsviile. 
The ground 


is on the south bank of Uil creek, near 
-Mr. Bells' home, within three-fourths 
of a mile-of the jjostuflicc. 
Xenr by in 


Woodlawn cemetery reposes the body of 
C'olonel Drake, over whose head Henry 
H. Kogers twelve years ago erected a 
memorial monument. 


Mr. Bell, the trustee, in writing about 


the museum, says: 


-For more than thirty years I have 


held to the hope of founding, or assist- 
in" in founding, an oil historical library 
;>.teTitusville. Pa. 
Tt> carry the idea to 


a successful termination it has been my 


i labor to collect the materials that fur- 
jnish the most minute record of its first 
fifty years of petroleum and its prod- 
uct's. " This mass of material is now 
ready for deposit in a building suitably 
arranged for its care, and expansion into 
more elaborate proportions as additional 
material shall come to enrich its useful- 
ness as a reference library and not a 
circulating library.

"It always has been uppermost in my 


estimation that Titusville is the only 
proper place in which to found such a 
library.
